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OF THE-NEW MARRIAGE LAW 
CATHOLIC MINISTER TALKS 


Considerable discussion was areused 
by the publication in The Constitution's 
Sunday issue of an article concerning 
recent legislation by the Roman 
Catholie church on marriage. The ary 
ticlé was apropos of a letter sent,out 
by Archbishop Farley, of New York, 
to all the parishes of his diocese, ex- 
plaining the new marriage legislation 
which is to go into effect at Easter, 
this law having been decreed and pub- 
lished last August by the “Sacred Coun- 
cil." 

The Sunday story, bearing a New 
York caption, interested Catholics and 
non«catholics, especially in its state- 
ment that after Easter the Catholic 
church would regard all marriages be- 
tween Catholics and non-Catholics as 
invalid. 

To -secure authoritative explanation 
or refutation of thfs statement a prom- 
inent Catholic clergyman in Atlanta 
was approached, and he explained the 
situation as follows: 

‘Tht recent legislation of the church 
concerning which Arch- 
bishop Farley writes to the clergy of 
his diocese, is a matter on which the 
clergy everywhere will be addressed be- 
fore Easter, that they may instruct 
their congregations, and as far as the 
archbishop is directly quoted, the Sun- 
day article is correct.

Catholic organ, that ‘the 
decree effects a very radical change 
in our present discipline with regard to 
mixed marriages, which, after Easter, 
will not be valid unless contracted be- 
fore a priest having jurisdiction over 
marriage in the place In which the 
marriage ceremony is performed. 

‘<Ewen when a dispensation has been 
obtained the marriage, in order to be 
valid, must be performed by a _ priest 
having such jurisdiction.’ 

‘Hitherto, in the United States mar- 
riages contracted before the civil au- 
thorities or by Protestant ministers 
were valid, but one of the most strik- 
ing features of the new legislation is 
that such marriages after April 19 will 
be null and void, and probably this is 
the clause which was misinterpreted. 

‘“Archbishop Farley, in the course of 
his letter, emphasizes, as you may see, 
the perpetual and determined attitude 
of the church as to the sanctily, unity, 
and indissolubility of marriage, and 
the strict laws made by the church to 
govern the contracting of marriages is 
one of he rinstruments to protect its 
sanctity and its indissolubility. 

“The strictness of her laws and many 
of their details are designed also for 
the special protection of women. One

MONEY FOR FORTIFICATIONS. 


Over $30,000,000 Slashed From Es- 
timates by House Committee. 


Washington, March !6—The house 
subcommittee on fortifications today 
reported to the committee on appropri- 
ations the fortification appropriation 
bill with the estimates of the war de- 
partment slashed from $38,443,945 to 
$8,210,611 on account of the desire of 
the committee to avoid giving ground 
for the impression that the United 
States is preparing for war with Japan. 
Most of the appropriations are tar 
Hawaii and the Philippines. The bill 
was at once reported to the house with 
recommendation that it pass. 

This year’s bill, as revised by the 
committee, covers among various pro- 
jects the following:

| DON’T ENDANGER PARCELS POST. 
| Back of the effort to graft a penny postage provision upon the rural route 
/parcels post measure, which has made its appearance in congress, there lurks 
| the danger of defeat for both. 
It is unfortunate that just as success for rural parcels post was practl- 
cally in sight effort should be made to overload the measure in a way which, 
if insisted on at this time, will insure the rejection by congress of the 
whole. . 

People living on the rural routes want the local parcels post system put 
into operation just as soon as congress will authorize it and the postoffice 
‘department can get the machinery of it in workfng order. It cannot be done 
too speedily. 

They have not asked for penny postage; they have not efen stopped to 
think about it, and if they had; it would unquestionably result in protest 
against the intermingling of the two to the grave danger of the innovation 
which they now most desire. 

Penny postage would be, unquestionably, a benefit to the public, and at 
the proper time it may come. But the time for it will be when it can be 
safely inaugurated, still keeping the postoffice department somewhere near 
a paying basis. There would be little advantage in penny postage should 
it result in the government treasury having to come to the rescue of the 
department to the tune of forty or fifty millions a year which had been col- 
lected from the people in taxes. 

There has been no protest raised against 2-cent postage, and will not be 
as long as this rate is necessary to meet the annual expenses of the depart- 


ment. Until now there has been an annual deficit, though it has been grow- 


ing gradually smaller. 

It is apparent, therefore, that as a business proposition penny postage 
is hardly likely to appeal to congress jus now. 

It is also necessarily apparent that it would be folly to attempt to bur- 
den with such a proposition a measure whose wisdom has been conceded 
and whose details, it has been clearly shown, can be so arranged as to make 
it at least not an expense, and, later, a possible source of profit to the de- 


partment. 
Congress should enact the parcels post provision at this session, and 


take up l-cent postage as a separate proposition. 
We feel confident it will take this course, provided the measure is not 


overburdened with extraneous, and impossible matters by its friends.

-rollton Board of Trade. 


Carrollton, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
Chairman 8. G. McLendon, of tha Geor- 
gia railroad commission, tonfght, . by 
special invitation, delivered an address 
On the raijroad situation beford a large- 
ly attended meeting of the Carrollton 
board of trade. 


Chairman.McLendon spoke as follows: 

The year 1907 marked the highest degree 
Of prosperity this country and perhaps the 
world has ever experienced. In the United 
States there are thirty-eight car service as- 
so¢iationg whose reportg show the movement 
during the calendar year of 1907 of 37,964,476 
cars, as against $5,657,860 cars.in the year 
1906. These figures show an increase for the 
year 1907 of 2,806,696 cars over the year 1906. 
These same associations show for December, 
1906, a moventent of 3,060,578 cars, as against 
& movement in December 1907, of 2.678.622 
cars, or a decrease for the.month of December, 
1907, ag compared with December, 1906, of 
471, 956. 

Of these thirty-eight associations only five 
report an increase in cars handled for the 
month of December, 1907. These were the 
New York and New Jersey association, which, 
out of a total car movement of 108,788, shows 
an increase of 672; the North Carolina as- 
sociation. which, out of a total movement of 
29.037, shows an increase of 62 cars: the 
Pacific association, which, in a movement 
of 86,854 cars, shows an increase of 5,621: the 
Pacific Northwestern association, in a move- 
ment of 68,104 cars, shows an “increase of 
1,651: while the Southern, or Lowvisiana as- 
sociation, out of a total movemeng of 44,224 
cars, shows an increase of 16,141. 

These five embrace all the associations that 
show any increase. The Cticago association 
shows a decrease of 32.647 cars, the movement 
in December, 1986, having been 192,436. The 
decrease in the Chicggo district was 16.9 per 
cent. The Alabama association shows a de- 
crease from 62,651 cars to 44.716, or 28.6 per 
ent. The [Illinois and fowa association 
shows *for December,. 1906, a movement of 
287,965 cars and shows a falling off in De- 
cember, 1907, of 87,878 cars, or 30 per cent. 
In December, 1906; there were moved in the 
Pittsburg district 219,201 cars and for De- 
cember, 1907, there were moved ¥8,842 fevgr 
cars, showing a decrease of 36.3 per cent. 
The Southeastern association, embracing the 
states of Georgia, South Carolina and Florida. 
shows for December, a car movement 
of 66,950 and a falling off in December. 1907, 
of 5.187 cars, or 7.7 per cent. These figures, 
of course, cover the éntire United States and 
the large increase in business as shown by 
the number of cars handled throughout the 
country is corroborated by the financtal re- 
Ports of the railroads onerating in Georgia. 


Results in Georgia. 


For the fiscal year. ended June 80, 1906. the 
railway companies in Georgia alone collected 
$37,106.555.77. while for the vear ended June 
$0,. 1907. they collected $40.697,737.42, show- 
ing an increase of $3,591,181.65. It is. there- 
fore. a fact beyond controversy that the year 
1907 was a year of enormous traffic and of 
widespread prosperity. 

The .figures given for Georgia. you will 
understand. are for the fiscal -year ended 
June 30, while the figures for the country at 
large are for the calendar year ended De- 
cember $1, 1907. An examination of the rec- 
ord, however, shows that this highwater mark 
reached during the fiscal year of 1 was 
nat only maintained for the calendar year of 
1907, but the gross earnings of the railroads 
in Georgia for the remainder of the calendar 
year show an fnecrease above those of* the 
phenomenal! fiscal vear of 1907. For Instance, 
the Central Railway Company on December 
$1, 1907, shows an Increase for the six months 
ending at that time over the six months of 
the preceding year of $105.054.30. The Atlanta 
and West Point raflroad shows an increase in 
the last six months of the calendar year of 
1907, which were the first six months in the 
current fiscal year, of $42,708.24 above the 
highwater mark of 1906 and 1907. The At- 
lantic Coast T.ine’ railroad shows an increase 
for the first six months of the current fiscal 
vear. or the last six months of the last 
ealendar vear, of $90,600.08. The Western 
and Atlantic railroad shows a decrease of 
$484.44. whilé the Southern Railway Company 
shows a decrease of $74,310.28. Of course 
these figures given as to the particular roads 
are for the state of Georgia alone and they 
are worth a particular study at this time. 


Situation Early in the Year. 


Taking the first two months of the current 
fiscal >in July and August, the Central 
railroad for these two months shows an in- 
crease in passenger earnings of $1.687.58 and 
a decrease in freight earnings of $9,224.12. 
The months of July and August are separated 
from the balance of the year for the reason 
that no changes whatever had been mage in 
either passenger or freight rates which af- 
fected the earnings for these two months. The 
reduced passenger fares in Georgia became 
effective on the Ist of September. and, there- 
fore, whatever influence this reduction may 
have had could only have shown itself in the 
months following the month of August.

I have shown that where in De- 
cember in the Pittsburg district there was @ 
decrease of per cent in car movement, 
there was a decrease of only 7.7 per cent in 
the territory of the Southeastern Car Service 
Association. I have not been able to get all 
the figures. but for the month of January 
the decrease in the Pittsburg district as com- 
pared with January. 1907, i= 45 per cent: The 
decrease in the Alabama district is 86 per 
cent and the decrease in the Philadelphia <dis- 
trict is 30 per cent.

Extent of the Pantie. 


I have given you these figures somewhat tn 
detail in order that you may measure the 
extent.to which the recent panic has made 


to let you see that the manifestations of its 
Influence have been as eccentric as an iso- 
therma! line. For instance, In the. territory 
of the North Carolina agsociation there wae 
an increase in car movenfent of 62 cars, 
while in the Pittsburg district there was @ 
decrease of 78.842. In the Louisiana - district 
there was an increase of 16.141 cars and in 
the Illinois and Iowa district a decrease of 
67,878 cars. Here we have. in an array of 
figures a picture .of a business recession 
as wide as the continent. 

It is just as much the duty of the commis- 
sion, clothed with the power that the ratiroad 
commission of Georgia is and clothed with 
the responsibility that is put upon it by law, 
to keqp informed as to the welfare of our 
common carriers as it is that it should keep 
informed as to the treatment being accord- 
ed by the carriers to the traveler or to the 
shipper.

Sensible men try to meet conditions. and the 
fact is and ought to be known to the people 
of Georgia that from ocean to ocean our rall- 
roads are carrying less freight than they 
were this time @ year ago. 

The Central Railway Company, as I have 
already stated, showed an increase in its 
gross revenue up to January 1 of $105,054.30. 
Taking the period since which the depres- 
sions heg set in, that is from the Ist day of 
November. the reports from this company 
show that their net revenue for the month 
of November.

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JHART IS GOIN 
TO WASHINGTON 


Attorney General Will Ask 
Supreme Court to Hasten 
Yeates Case. 


Attorney General John C. Hart will be 
in Washington, D. C., next Monday for 
the purpose of urging a motion before 
the United States supreme court to ad- 
vancé on the docket of that court the 
appeal of James 8S. Yeates from the de- 
cision of Judge Bmory Speer, refusing 
to order his releage under habeas cor- 
pus proceedings. 

Yeates was convicted in Decatur su- 
perior court of voluntary manslaughter. 
The Georgia supreme court granted 
him a new trial as a resuit of certain 
errors, and at the sécond trial he was 
convicted of murder and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. This verdict and 
sentence were affirmed, whereupon 
Yeates, through his counsel, John R. 
Cooper, of Macon, instituted habeas 
corpus proceedings before Judge Speer, 
who denied the application. 

Yeates makes his appeal to the su- 
preme court of the United States on 
the ground of violation of the fifth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States, which prohibits second 
jeorpardy for the same offense. rie 
claims that as he was once convicted 
of voluntary manslaughter, he could 
not be subsequently eonvicted of mur- 
der in the same case, even though he 
himself applied for and wag granted a 
new trial. A further ground of appeal 
is that the state supreme court, in af- 
firming the life sentence for murder, 
were equally divided, standing three for 
new trial and theree against it. Yeates 
holds that he should be given the ben- 
efit of this doubt, though the state law 
provides that such division of the su- 
preme court shall result in affirmation 
of the sentence of the lower court. 

Judge Hart will represent the state 
before the supreme court in Washing- 
ton, and will ask, tn the interests of 
justice, that the appeal be speedily 
disposed of. It is usually customary to 
advance such cases on the docket at 
the request of state’s counsel.

condition shall be the free transporta- 
tion of certain city employees, The 
ordinance places the teachers in the 
public schools on the free lst. 

The paper was referred to the com- 
mittee on freight rates and transporta- 
tion. It will very probably cause quite 
a discussion among members of coun- 
cil and the owners of city franchises, 
the street car people being especially 
ir.terested., 

Text of the Ordinance. 


Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
councii of the city of Atlanta as follows: 

Section 1. That no person, ftrm or corpora- 
tion, using, enjoying or exercising any fran- 
chise heretofore granted, or that may be 
hereafter granted by the city of Atlanta, shal] 
permit or guffer the use of the same by any 
other person, firm or corporation, except by 
express consent of the mayor and general 
council. 

Sec. 2. That no person, firm or corporation, 
using, enjoying or exercising any franchise 
heretofore granted, or that may hereafter be 
granted by the city of Atlanta, shall enter 
into any traffic arrangement, or a business 
agreement of any kind, with any other per- 
son, firm or corporation whereby any fran- 
chise granted by the city of Atlanta for the 
use of the same, shall be leased, rented, 
farmed out, used in common or: whereby any 
cars of any kind shall be permitted to be run 
over any street railroad in the city of At- 
lanta, except by express consent of the mayor 
and general council. 


Officials to Ride Free. 


Sec. 3. That one of the conditions that 
Shall be imposed in the granting of any such 
privilege, and one of the considerations of 
Said grant, shall be that the owner, holder 
of user of said franchise and the person, firm 
Or corporation desiring to lease, rent, farm 
out, or use in any way said franchise for the 
purpose of running any cars of any kind 
over any street railroad in the city of At- 
lanta, shall transport as passengers free of 
charge over the lines and on the passenger 
cars of each party the officers and employees 
to the elty of Atlanta in the various depart- 
ments of the same. The officers and em- 
ployees herein designated shall be such offi- 
cers and employees as shall be designated by 
the mayor of the city of Atlanta, or the heads 
of the various. departments, as being such 
officers and employees, the free transporta- 
tion of whom shall be for the good of the 
public service and shall include the teachers 
of the public schools. 

Sec. 4 Any violation of this ordinanc® by 
any person, firm, corporation, agent or em- 
ployee, shall be punished by ftne or imprison- 
ment or both, In the discretion of the re- 
corder.

BEARS IN STOCKS 
ARE AGGRESSIVE 


They Work Hard for Reaction 
in Market 


At the Opening Stocks Showed 
Strength and Prices Advanced, 
but Prpfit-Taking and Bear 
Pressure Caused «a 
Decline, 


‘New York, March 16.—The profes- 
sional element inthe stock market was 
alert for indication of reaction in prices 
today. They based their opinion of the 
market on the extent to which the 
rise had already run, the inducement 
to holders on this account to sell and 
realize profits, and the admitted narrow 
participation attracted into the specu- 
lation from the outside public. The 
conduct of the speculation for some 
time past has relied on an ultimate 
awakening of widespread interest in 
stocks to afford a medium for taking 
the accumulation that has been going 
on off the hands of the holders. The 
revelations of a wavering of confidence 
in the part of the leaders of the ad- 
vancing movement confirmed the con- 
fidence of the bears in working for re- 
action. They sold with itreasing ag- 
gressiveness and offered prices down 
to take the market away from those 
attempting to realize. New develop- 
menst had little reflection in the mar- 
ket Some influence was added to the 
side of the reaction by the news of the 
United States supreme court decision 
in the Armour packing house cases. 
The confirmation of the powers for con- 
trol of railroad rates was granted by 
the Elkins law was felt to be of seri- 
ous import to ratlroad companies. The 
passing of the dividend on Crucible 
Steel preferred was a minor influence 
against the market. 

Railroad traffic officials did not ex- 
press full eoneurrence in the views 
of the prevalent last week, in the stock 
market, of the improvement in business 
conditions which has set in, although 
reporting some slight growth of traf- 
fic. A heavy m@gvement of soft coal 
was attributed, however, to prepare for 
a possible strike in that industry. For- 
eign markets were not disposed to fol- 
low eagerly the initiative setback by 
Wall street last week. The investment 
situation abroad, as well as here, is 
not satisfactory to those looking to en- 
list new capital enterprise. The Lon- 
don market, instead of growing ac- 
cumulation of banking reserves, reflect- 
ed discouragement over the volume of 
new issues. The reserve accumulation 
there, as well as “here, is traceable to 
the decline In trade activity and is an 
element in the abstention of foreign 
markets from any recall of the enor- 
mous sums shipped to this country to 
tide us over our crisis last fall. The 
excess value of our February exports 
reached $88,743,361, compared with 
$36,500,000 in the same month last 
year, but the falling off of nearly $44, - 
060,000 in value of our imports is the 
vital factor in this showing and is con- 
clusitve testimony to commercial con- 
traction. 

Speculative sentiment wag especially 
depressed by the pressure to realize 
profits in Amalgamated Copper, in spite 
of another rise in the metal here and in 
London. This realizing in Amalgam- 
ated Copper was a prime factor in the 
marked weakness of the late market 
and which continued up to the colis- 
ing.
